Completion of Batler's Canal—The Bulkhsad Glown

Oui—Fifteen Feet of Water In the Cansl,
A letter to the Philadclphia Inquirer, from Butler's

reacquarters on the lat, snuousces the completion of
the canal and the blastiog oat of 18 upper eud ou that
day.

Iy gays:
The loog expectcd blastiog of the upper end of the
tamous Dutch 3ap canul occurred at 4 v'clock this al-
ernoon. l'o effct i removal, it was to be blasud
with guapowder. Asg a preliminary Lo this, 1L was de-
sirable to dimiuish, ve lar as possible, the muse of earth
to be blown out, and & large diagonal slice, slopicg ia-
ward, was taken off the wp of tue buikhead. I, was
also detached trom tue solid gronud oo ecitwer side of it
ny catting narrow fisures dowa to ihe level of e wa-
ter.
‘I'be mine was suck to the depth of tweaty fect be-
low the bottom of \he canal, beiug kept dry duriog the
process of its excavalion aod alier 118 completion by
means of twe haod pumps acd ao air pump. From the
main shaft diverged five separaie gallcries, one of which
was placed several feet forward uuder the bed of the
river. lu these galleries were placed an aggregate of
aix toos of guopowder. Fuses were prepared, und by
the first day of the new year everything was in readi-
ness for blowiok away tbe barrizcr and allowing the
waters of the James to flow Irgely torough the vew
channel dag for them.
This afieruoon, General Batler, with most of the
officers of his stff, rode down to the gap 1o witness Lhe
cuiminating act of the great enterprise of which he waa
the author, and ic whica be has taken &0 deep an 1o-
terest. ‘There was esome delsy in arranging the fuse,
bat as the New Year's sun began to redden in the
West, and somewhat lcaa than an hour bulore its set-
ting, the explosion occurred. It was attenued with but
a slight report ; aud although dust was thrown to the
height of one hucdred feet, the concussion was barely
sufficient to crack the ice oo a mud puddle npear the
edge of the crevice.
Not having been tried by the actoal passage of ves-
gels through 1t, it wonld, perbaps, be a liitle premature
for me to assert DOW u‘?t the capal is positively o sac-
cess ; but it is 80 regarded by those who have the best
opportunities of -koowing. _ -
The natural ivqairy of the public miud now will be
88 to the ¢ff:ct of tne completion of the canal, Well!
however emineatly succeslul it may prove, i, ol course,
wili not evable uz to steam  straigit up to Richmoud
with our wouitors. Tweaty rebel canoon bear dicectly
on its npper end, aud the river above is barred wilh ou-
stractions and its chupuel thickly sown with torpedoes,
Incicentally, these chatruclions bave done us ooe ser-
vice in preventivg the rebel guuboals from comiog
down below ihe lelt link of oar lice vorth of the J ames,
s they were able to do belore thg expecied openiug of
the canal compelled tbe enemy to obsuuct.ihe river.—
1 bere is abuvdance of work (0 do abuve Lhe gap belore
our gunboats can proceed Luch higher, but there are
doubtless means by Whica this work can be accomplish-
ed, and the sdvantage of beivg able to commence hoz-
tile operation8 above, instead of being cbiiged w com-
meuce 81X miles bilow, is sell-evident.
